This application contains claims 8-12, 19, 24, 33-41 , 86-89, 95-99 and 124-128 
are drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse in the paper filed on 02/19/2002. A 
complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of nonelected claims or 
other appropriate action (37 CFR 1144) See MPEP § 821 .01 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 1-6, 13-16, 20-23, 24-32, 81-85, 90-94, 100-123 and 146-151 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kojima et al. Kojima et al 
discloses a transparent substrate, film or plate 2 having opposite sides, optical 
deformities 7 on at least one of said sides, a plurality of reflective surfaces 31 on or in 
said substrate each having a reflective layer or covering for reflecting light striking one 
of said sides, and a plurality of light transmissive surfaces 7 on or in said substrate for 
transmitting light striking one of said sides. Regarding claim 4, the limitation of "ultra- 
violet" curable film is product by process claim and given no patentable weight.

2. Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
